conditions, Which consisted of twelve 
points, but which am not yet con- 
cluded. The Russian government then 
makes the following statement: 
“While anticipating an early settie- 
ment of the questions affecting the mu- 
tual relations between all the powers 
and China, the Russian government on 
its part considers it necessary to con- 
cern itself with the establishinent of 
a permanent order of things in the Chi- 
nese territories along the oorders of 
which the Russian Asiatic possessions 
extend for a distance of 8000 versts (500 
miles.) To this end provisional written 
conditions for a modus \ivendi were 
agreed upon first between the Russian 
military authorities and the Chinese 
—— of three Manchurian prov-

“With reference to the institution cf 
a local civil administration subse- 
quently and after a careful considera- 
tion of all the circumstances, the hus- 
sian government drew up the draft of 
a special agreement with China provid-

“PFalsified texts of a treaty establish- 
ing a protectorate over Manchuria 
were quoted, and erroneous reports 
were designedly spread of an alleged 
agreement between Russia aud China. 
As a matter of fact, this agreement 
was to serve as a basis for the restora- 
tion to China as contemplated by the 
Russian government of the province 
of Manchuria, which, in consequen:e 
of the alarming events of last year, 
were occupled by Russian troops. In 
order that the requisite military meas- 
ures might be taken, it was imperative 
that the question should be settled one 
way or the other. It was impossible to 
lay down forthwith by means of a m 
tual agreement the conditions of the 
evacuation of Manchuria.

AGAINST TARIFF INCREASE. 
CHINA ASSOCIATION “KICKS.” 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
SHANGHAI, April 56.—[By Asiatic 
Cable.] The China Association has 
cabled to London a protest against 
the proposal to pay the Chinese in- 
demnity by an increase of the tariff. 
The association claims that, although

HAT which to our ancestors a hun- 


dred years ago would have seemed | 


miraculous or impossible is to us to- 
day ordinary and commonplace. A sin- 
gie modern battleships such as the 
Oregon or Kentucky could have de- 
feated in the open sea the combined 
fleets of the world in the days of Nei- 
son. A single company of United 
States soldiers, equipped with mod- 
ern arms, couid have defeated Lord 
Howe at Brandywine. Buf in no branch 
of government has there been greater 
progress than in postal affairs. It is 
said the postoffice has been the fore- 
runner of intellectual development. I 
would not put it that way. It is more 
the outgrowth of such development. 
Our postal service was originated in 
compliance with a public demand. It 
became a necessity because of the in- 
tellectuai activity of the times. It was 
not constructed by any great organiz- 
ing genius. It grew as the tree, nur- 
tured by the sunshine of popular intel- 


2 first postoffice established in 
America was at Boston, Mass., in 1639. 
By an order of the general court of the 


at the rate of 100 miles a day, a prodi- 
gious speed before the days of steam 
and electricity. Mr. Kendall took hold 
of the demoralised condition of the 
department with such energy that 
within eighteen months he not only 
liquidated the $500,000 indebtedness, 
but had a large surplus. Up to that 
time the postal service had been con- 
ducted as a business institution. The 

ter-General managed its 
@ffairs, paying the expenses 
from the receipts. In 1836, upon Ken- 
dalls recommendation, a complete 
change was made, and the present 
system of disbursements was estab- 
lished, All moneys now collected are 
turned into the treasury, and all ex- 
penses are provided for by appropria- 
tions from Congress. While, accord- 
ing to our theory of government, this 
is the safest financial method and 
renders more dificult the misappro- 
priation of public funds, yet the fact 
remeins that since this system was 
established there have been but three 
of the thirty-one Postmasters-General 
whose administrations. have shown «a 
surplus.

destination. Any one falling to compiy 
promptly with this requirement was 
fined one hogshead of tobacco. Later, 
by an amendatory act, it was provided 
that if there was any one upon the 
plantation who could write he should 
indorse upon the letter the time it was 
received and dispatched, the purpose 
being to enable the officers more easily 
to fix the responsibility for delay. 
ORGANIZING A PO°™'* SERVICE. 
The first effort to organize a system- 
atic postal service was by the Gen- 


| eral Assembly of Pennsylvania, in 1693. 


A postmaster was some for the 
city of Philadelphia. He was authorised 
to appoint deputies, who were to serve 
as postmasters at other places through- 
out the colony and to dispatch letters 
to any place in New England or the 
adjacent colonies. He was also required 
to handle ali letters relating to the 
public service free; and all public fer- 
ries, bridges, etc., were subject to his 
use without delay or charge. 
was limited to

— was prescribed. In the pre- 
ot pom of this enactment the General 
— declares its purpose to be to 
the end that mutual correspondence 
may be maintained and that letters 
may speedily and safely be dispatched 
from place to piace.” 
In these enactments of our forefath- 


ers can be traced the principles upon 


which our postal service has been or- 
ganized. In the Boston order the post- 
master was held responsible for any 
damage that might occur to the mails 
in his p sion, as postal employés 
are today. In the Virginia provisions 


the registry system is recognised, and in 


the Pennsylvania enactment we notice 
many of the principles of our present 
organization. From this primitive be- 
ginning has grown the American ea 
service. 


FRANKLIN AS_POSTMASTER-GEN- 


The first Postmaster-General in 


America was Benjamin Franklin. He 
was appointed by the English govern- 
ment and was allowed a compensation 
of £600 a year for himself and his as- 
sistent, provided “he made that 
much.” He served nineteen years, 
and was dismissed in 1774 because of 
his devotion to the colonies in their 
struggle against English tyranny. The 


firet four years that he served, there 
was a deficiency, and he did not re- 
ceive his full salary; but at the time 
he was dismissed the postal service 
of the colonies was yielding the crown 


a handsome income. During the days 


of the confederation the mail service 
was in a chaotic and disorganized 


condition. The or ization of our 


present system really dates from the 
appointment of Samuel ood by 
President Washington on September 


26, 1789. The Postmaster-General was 


not then a member of the President's 
Cabinet. At that time the mail serv- 
ice throughout the country was 


wretchedly inefficient. The mall was 


transported wholly upon horseback. 
In those days the carrier, usually an 
old man, jogged leisurely along on a 
decrepit horse over unkept roads, with 
his letters deposited in a pair of sad- 
diebags, while he passed away the 


time knitting from homespun yarn his 


supply of winter socks.

THE INDISPENSABLE POSTAGE 
STAMP. 

The postage stamp is a modern de- 
vice, though possibly of ancient origin. 
Prof. Mommeen says that at one period 
in the history of the Roman empire 

somewhat similar to the mod- 
ern tage stamp were wed. But 
the first authentic record of the use 
of the pos stamp was in Germany, 
by Count of Thurn and Taxis, 
who, in 1616, originated the first com- 
mercial postal service known to his- 
tory. Englana was the first to recog- 
nize the utility of the adhesive 
postage stamp, and in 1840 adopted it 
as a feature of its postal service. 
even years later our government fol- 
lowed England's example. 

The adhesive stamp probably has 
contributed more to the improvement 
of modern mall facilities than all other 
causes combined.
